We  started 
talking  over  old  times,  and  I  learned  that  Jim  was  now  owner  of  a,  chain  of  pool  rooms  trroughout  North  Carolina, 
and  Cecil  was  his  bouncer.  They  told  me  that  Richard  Williams  had  grown  tired  of  thumbing  to  Cherokee  and  had 
m.ved  up.  They  also  told  me  that  Charles  Medford  and  Paul  Styles  had  succeeded  in  teaching  Harold  Lambert’s 
eleven  boys  to  play  football.  They  said  that  Coy  Calhoun  had  finally  chizzled  his  way  into  the  manager’s  seat  of 
Belk’s  Department  Store,  now  spreading  over  two  acres,  and  his  secretaries  included  Betty  Lou  Crisp  and  Ruth  Jean

The  movie  was  great.  Mike  and  Eloise  had  grown  to  be  famous  stars.  When  I  left  the  theatre,  I  met  Anna  Lou 

Brocks  and  Aileen  DeHart.  Brooks  told  me  she’d  been  away  working  as  a  carnival  dancer  and  Aileen  said  she  was 
still  moving  about  from  station  to  station  trying  to  keep  up  with  her  husband.

idea,  we  hurried  on  our  way. 

When  we  got  there,  we  found  that  Ann  Thomas  was  Dean  of  Women.  She  told  us  that  Leroy  Bradley  was  teach¬ 
ing  Electrical  Engineering  at  the  University.  He  had  bee  me  quite  famous  for  taking  electricity  to  remote  parts  of 
the  world,  his  latest  and  most  out.tanding  achievement  being  the  one  cf  placing  a  street  light  on  the  North  Pole 
to  light  the  way  for  weary  travelers.
